fuel U £»§. . The flpires to follow are 
Riven for gas, but are «asy of tram- 
lation Into coal heat or even oiL 


The oven of a gas range turned on 


full, burns twenty feet of gai an 
hour for each, flame-bar. Commonly 
there are 'two bars—thus, the hourly 
consumption at full head U forty feet. 
The giant burner on top likewise, 
at full head, consumes twenty feet an 
hour, the small burners, each ten 
feet. Thai a. stove in full commis- 
sion for pot and pan cooking consumes 
ninety feet an hour. 


Now, for paper bag cooking the 


oven must be lighted and turned on 
full for eight minutes before 
any- 


thing goes Into It; It must also burn 
full strength forseven minutes longer. 
Thus, it consumes ten. feet of gai at 
the outset. Turning out oae burner to 
reduce the heat one-half at the end 
of th» seven minute period reduces 
consumption to fifteen feet for the 
rest of the hour, making a total of 
twenty-five feet against forty. 
But 


roasting does not demand that a bur- 
cer goes full— turning it down might 
save five feet la the hour. Thus the 
net hour-saving of gas on the oven 
account is ten feet. 


But there are other accounts. By 


help of paper bags, you can not mere- 
ly roast in the oven, but cook at th« 
«amo time a couplo of vegetables and 
bake a pie or pudding. With a small 
roast you may even cook three veg- 
et^les, thereby leaving unllghted 
three upper jets, which would mean 
ft 
Ing of thirty feet of gas an hour. 


Cooking thus solely In the oven 


means a saving of fifty feet ot gas 
an hour. 


Nor Is this even all the story. Mys- 


teriously, t ngs cook more quickly 
In bags tha 
out ot them. The sav- 


ing in time ig one-fifth to one-sixth. 
Putting this at the lowest, and esti- 
mating the whole range consumption 
of gas at ninety feet, there Is a sav- 
ing of fifteen feet. Add them to the 
8fty feet already in credit, and the 
sum is flattering, indeed, to the paper 
bag.

I had baked a pie a la Soyer and 


found It good. Notwithstanding, I re- 
solved to show myself exactly the 
worth of the bagr-cooklng. 


I made up puff paste enough for 


three pies, rolled out the crusts and 
filled a 
pan, using cooked

peaches for a filling. I put It on to 
cook, in Us naked majesty, noting the 
time accurately. 
It took ten min- 


utes to roll crusts, fill, and put in a 
greased bag the second pie. 
Tha 


oven was so hot by that time that I 
slacked the heat a minute after put- 
ting in pie number two. After twenty 
minutes— thirty minutes from putting 
In the first pie— I looked in the oven. 
The naked pie was cooking cret itably 
enough, yet was pale-faced, and the 
crust still dentable'to the touch. Fur- 
ther, there- were bubbles of syrup 
along sundry spaces of the edge. 


I turned on a little more heat and 


left the two p'ies to cook fifteen min- 
utes 'longer. The naked one was then 


i a pale, delicate brown on top, with 


j rather a hard uudercmst. .The bag 


was brown all over and so crisp the 
corners crumbled at the touch. But 
from it came a pie beautiful to be- 
hold—light, not pale brown, crisp and 
flaky as to crust, ready to leave the 
pan at the first tilt, for a plate.

>vcr my head. That ball went so fast it 
ooked like a white streak, but I was 
running backward with the crack of the!

twenty feet In front of ma. 


'I saw it bound back, but my mind 


was centered on the trick I iras about 
to play, and stooping do^pi as 1 ran I 
snatched the extra ball from my blouse 
and. straightening up, threw it home. 1

ground. As 1 did so t snatched up the 
ball that was really In play and secreted 
it in mv blnuso. 


"As I came in I heard some clapping,

poses for the vice problem in big cities. 


The state health commissioner ex- 


presses himself forcibly on the question 
of vice regulation which was agitated 
last week in the local churches. He de- 
clared that the segregation of the social 
evil is and must continue to be a cor- 
rect method of its regulation. 


•'This thing of social evil segregation 


is all right," Dr. Hurty said. "Build a 
fence around Vm and license 'em as high 
as possible, and the: keep them there. 
You know that we cannot drive those 
•women from our city or from any other 
city. Such a solution may be the ideal 
one. but it is far from practicable. The 
man who visits the places is the one nt 
whom regulation and attack should be 
aimed. 
."It's the male prostitute that we must 


direct our attention toward regulating, 
far more than the female," Dr. Hurty 
Hiiicl. ''Let us license him und make him 
be registered, just as the females arc 
now. 
He .is the primary cause. 
The 


roaa is to blame. We know that each of 
thpse poor women has been wronged, if 
not directly, then indirectly, before she 
becomes an inmate of such a house. 


"The frequenter of the brotliel should 


be licensed. 
Then when the place is 


'pulled' by the police, the man who is 
found there and who hasn't license, 
should be fined and his real name made 
public. We cannot hope to drive women 
out of town. 
There are more at hand 


to take their places. 
But to get at 


the root of the evil we can begin with 
the man."
